A cache of $21,650 in gold notes, be- 
‘lieved to be part of the Lindbergh 
mg money, was discoyered by .a 
New Jersey state trooper, the Phila- 
delphia Record will say tomorrow in 
a copyrighted dispatch from Trenton, 
| New Jersey. 

It is understood, according to the 
Record's account, that discovery of the 
money by a trooper assigned to inves- 
tigate the famous kidnaping case by 
Governor Harold G. Hoffman, threat- 
ens to reopen the entire case again. 

Revelation of the cache also ia said 
to have prompted Governor Hoffman 
to disclose the identity of the persons 
he believes are the actual kidnapers 
of the infant son of Colonel Charles 
A. Lindbergh, the’ story added. 

The Record quoted Hoffman as re- 
fusing to deny recovery of the money 
and said he had promised to ‘“‘tell all 
about it” at 9 a. m. tomorrow. 

Other facts concerning the discovery 
the Re said it had learned were: 

. All of the $21,650 was assert-_ 
edly ‘found in one place.

BRITAIN WILL LAUNCH 
WORLD'S NAVAL RACE 
UN NEW YEAR'S DAY 


New 


Keels for Two Great 
Battleships Will Be 
Laid. 


LONDON, Dec. 30.—(4)—Great 
Britain will start the world’s naval 


armament race New Year's Day by 
laying keels for two great new battle- 
ships. 

Naval limitation treaties expire at 
midnight tomorrow and the next day 
two 30,U00-ton war craft will be start- 
ed to add to the world’s greatest ton- 
nage of 1,222,164. 

(France, Japan, the United States, 
Italy, Germany, Russia and even the 
smaller powers enlarged their nayal 
programs last year.) 

The date was the earliest possible 
after the end of the Washington and 
London 1930 agreements denounced by 
Japan, December 27, 1934. The early 
building program was regarded as a 
reflection of the British view that the 
pacts gave other powers vital advan- 
tages in the past and that this now 
must be remedied quickly. 

An admiralty spokesman emphasized 
that the new war craft, the Prince of 
Wales, to be started at Birkenhead, 
ant the King George V, to be built 
on the ‘Tyne, would mount 14-inch 
guns “regardless of what other na- 
tions may do.” 

He referred to a_ prediction by 
Janes Fighting Ships Gazetter that 
two new United States battleships 
would carry 16-inch guns, despite the 
1936 London agreement giving Japan 
until April 1 to decide whether to 
agree to restrictions of battleship 
armaments to 14 inchers. 

Regardless of future agreements,.the 
first few days of 1937 at least will 
find no naval limitations—because 
Britain and France who joined the 
United States in the 1936 treaty, have 
not yet ratified it. 

The 1936 agreement restricted bat- 
tleships to 14-inch guns—subject to 
Japanése consent—and limited the 
size of cruisers and aircraft carriers. 

Unless Japan consents by tomorrow 
to continuation of Article 19 of the 
vow dying Washington treaty, there 
also will be no remaining restrictions 
to prevent a race to build up fortifica- 
tions in the Pacific. 

Britain early in 1937 also will start 
construction of seven cruisers, two 
aircraft carriers, 25 destroyers and 8 
submarines. 

For the new fiscal year beginning 


| April 1, Britain already has asked bids 


on two additional battleships. She is 
considering also, the desirability of 
constructing 10 more cruisers. 

To further increase naval strength, 


| Britain retained five overage cruisers 


by invoking the escalator clause of the 
London treaty, but these are to be 
used as anti-aircraft ships and will 
not help in attaining the goal of 70 
cruisers regarded by the government 
as the minimum for security. 

Britain also decided to retain 40,- 
000 tons of overage destroyers, with 
Japan and the United States match- 
ing the tonnage in destroyers and sub- 
marines. 

Britain has ordered a personne! ir- 
crease. of 3,500 officers and men to 
bring the naval total to 97,892 men. 

The ultimate naval expenditure for 
this program is set at 187,000,000 


_ pounds, about $935,000,000.

The increased tension in Euro- 
pean affairs resulting from the 
granting by the American State De- 
partment of a license to a New Jer- 
sey exporter to send a large ship- 
ment of airplane parts to Spain re- 
veals the inefficiency of the neu- 
trality act passed by the last con- 
gress. 
The act is so full of loopholes 
as to be practically worthless as an 
instrument to safeguard the United 
States from becoming embroiled in 
war.. This the President, in urging 
that a more airtight measure be en- 
acted, impressed upof congress at 
the last session, and the present 
crisis reveals the correctness of his 
position then. . 

Various reasons were responsible 
for the refusal of congress to en- 
act a neutrality law with teeth in it. 
The Italo-Ethiopian war was then at 
its height and pro-ltalian sympa- 
thizers in the United States exerted 
Organized pressure on members of 
congress in order that the shipment 
of war materials from this country 
to Italy might not be discontinued. 
Strong lobbies represented some 
of the munitions makers and bro- 
kers. Additional pressure was placed 
upon congress by those who hon- 
estly felt that too strict a law might 
result in involving us in war instead 
of assuring our position as a neu- 
tral. 2 

The mistake of congress in re- 
fusing to pass the administration's 
neutrality act is forcibly impressed 
now by the critical condition in 
which the nation is placed through 
the insistence of a Russian-born, 
naturalized citizen upon his right 
to ship airplanes to Spain—the 


under ordinary conditions. Better 
racial feeling and better understand- 
ing, both promoted by continuous 
educational campaigns, also contrib- 
uted to the better showing.” 


In Atlanta, Dr. R. B. Eleazer, edu- 
cational director of the Commission 
on Interracial Co-operation, empha- 
sizes that ‘‘the decrease in the num- 
ber of lynchings is a distinctly en- 
couraging thing, and is obviously 
due to the educational campaigns 
being carried on by the churches, 
newspapers and various organiza- 
tions. Officers are responding to 
enlightened public opinion, and do- 
ing a great deal more to prevent 
lynchings.”” 

While it is regrettable that of the 
nine lynchings five occurred in 
Georgia, the record for the entire 
nation is such a distinct improve- 
ment as to be gratifying to those 
who stand for law and order as op- 
posed to rule of the mob. Georgia 
must catch step with the advance 
made by other states in stamping 
out mob violence. 


Citizens of any community may 
safely rely upon the courts to deal 
justly with accused persons, and by 
orderly methods arrive at the guilt 
or innocence of those accused of 
offenses against law and order, and 
in the case of guilt fix the punish- 
ment to fit the crime, with carrying 
out of the sentence in keeping with 
the law of the state. | 


THE BRAILLE LIBRARY. 


_ The service performed at the 
Kriegshaber Memorial Lighthouse, 
under supervision of the board of 
trustees of the Carnegie library, is 
one of. the finest-and most encour- 
aging advances in liberal civilization 
evident in Atlanta today. 

It is erroneous to think of this 
service as charity. It is merely the 
extension of library service to a 
portion of our population who have 
at- least as great a right to this con- 
venience as those who, possessing 
vision, patronize the Carnegie li- 
brary itself. Infact, in view of 
their limitations in other ways, it 
is probable the blind have a greater 
inherent right to library service 
than those of us who, seeing, have 
so many other avenues of knowl- 
edge, of entertainment and pastime 
available. 

One of the recent developments 
in the provision of books for the 
blind is ‘‘talking books.’ These 


1“books’’ contain records which are. 


made audible on special talking ma- 
chines. These machines are fur- 
nished by the Library of Congress 
for the needy, adult blind and may 
be kept for an indefinite period. 
Recently 116 ‘“‘talking book’’ ma- 
chines have been lent to this state. 

That there is practically no limit 
to the literature which may be made 
available to the blind by this means 
is seen by scanning a list of book 
titles which have, in recent months, 
led in popularity among the users of 
this type of ‘“‘book.’’ They include 
Anne Lindbergh’s “North to the 
Orient,” de Kruif’s ‘‘Men Against 
Death,” “Sears “Thrills of a 
Naturalist’s Quest,’ ‘“‘Very Good, 
Jeeves’ by Wodehouse, “The Mag- 
nificent Obsession’”’ by Douglas and, 
inevitably, “Gone With the Wind”

“It is becoming more and meore 
a mystery how newspapers acquire 
non-existent news,” she writes under 
a Boston date line, referring to some 
report on the condition of her son, 
Franklin, which she apparently holds 
to have been exaggerated or manu- 
factured. 

Here, for once, was a chance for 
a prominent person to check and 
prove up on a- particular instance 
but, unfortunately, Mrs. Roosevelt 
changed the subject just when there 
was reason to expect her to cite the 
false item, name the paper in which 
she read it and demonstrate that it 
was not true. 

Not to be wide-eyed about the prob- 
lem of careless and wishful reporting 
and downright fakery. in the news- 
paper business, I submit that the 
publishers, the reporters and the 
schoolg of journalism are generally 
against that sort of work, and admit 
that detailed criticism is good for 
everyone in the business. 

There are some old-style incorrigi- 
bles still in action, and some shops 
are run in the old, careless tradition 
which condones the use of a little 
imagination to adorn a tale. And, 
sometimes, a reporter who isn’t well 
trained will exaggerate a piece in 
order to impress the desk. 


Tried To Get But even 20 years 


ago when-the busi- 
Facts of Case ness was much less 
2 careful than at 
present, we generally tried to get the 
facts and stuck to them, although the 
effort toward picturesque or literary 
writing sometimes produced distorted 
effects. 
We are much more conscientious— 
even self-conscious—today. 
This was a case in which Mrs. 
Roosevelt had a chance to go to 
town. 


The story about her son was either 
false or true. There was no reason 
to conceal the name of the paper 
which used it and, by holding back, 
she encourages the sort of thing of 
which she complains... 

This story could be traced right 
back down the line and that process 
would do good, because it is a con- 
spicuous instance which could have 
received thorough publicity in all the 
papers. If Mrs. Roosevelt should 
prove up, the experience would be of 
benefit to all concerned. 

Of course, the reporter might have 
taken refuge in the old plea of ‘‘con- 
fidence,” but in that case what would 
a president's wife do? Presidents 
often give information to reporters 
for publication, but without permis- 
sion to reveal the source, and a re- 
porter who blabs, even under pres- 
sure, is held to be untrustworthy.

But they seized 
upon this hypothetical notion avidly 
and offered it to the public upon every 
available opportunity. . The operator 
uttering the warning could generally 
manage to imply that he was operat- 
ing on too many goitre patients these 
days. It was an excellent advertis- 
ing scheme, strictly within the bounds 
of “ethics.” 


But, alas, the experience of the gen- 
eral public proved, and the brass sur- 
geons themselves eventually had to 
acknowledge, that the universal or 
mass use of an iodin ration of one 
kind or another actually brought 
about a decrease in the number of 
patients who required or sought o 
erations for goitre. The small daily 
or weekly dose of iodin in fact pre 
vented not only simple goitre, but 
also exophthalmic or so-called “toxic” 
goitre instead of causing the latter, 
as the eminent surgeons feared it 
would. Now that the iodin ration is 
recognized as a preventive of goitre 
operations, strangely enough these 
publicity-seeking operators do not be- 
stir themselves to urge the public to 
get an adequate iodin ration.

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EXPIRATION OF TREATY 
LEAVES THREE POWERS 
FREE TO ARM PACIFIC 


Britain Seeks to Re-establish 
Pact on Naval Bases With 
Japan, U. S. 


By CARROLL KENWORTHY. 

(Copyright. 19364. by United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.— The 
Washington naval disarmament treaty 
will expire at midnight tomorrow with- 
out conclusion of any international 
arrangement regarding future status 
of fortifications and naval bases in 
the western Pacific, it was disclosed 
tonight. 

British overtures to Japan and the 
United States for a possible under- 
standing on the subject have not yet 
led to any definite results. The Jap- 
anese government, according to press 
dispatches today, decided to delay re- 
ply to British proposals until at least 
the middle of January. 

The United States had previously 
informed Britain it was interested in 
any exposition of the situation, but 
avoided any present commitment as 
to its position. The British suggested 
continuation of the present status with 
certain exceptions. 


Forts, Naval Bases. 

In view of the delays the three 
powers have absolutely free hand to 
develop forts or naval bases in their 
respective territories in the Pacific. 
Under the Washington treaty of 1922, 
now to expire, they were bound by 
Article XIX to maintain the status 
quo with regard to fortifications and 
naval hases which existed when the 
treaty was signed. 

Practically, this meant that the 
United States would not develop new 
bases or forts west of Hawaii nor in 
the Aleutian islands: Great Britain 
would not expand her defenses east of 
Singapore; and Japan would confine 
its expansion to the three main Japa- 
nese islande or its Asiatic mainland 
possessions. 

United States policy has heen to 
avoid any steps that might start an 
international race in any category of 
At the same time it has 
made clear that it would maintain its 
relative international strength. This 
was regarded as inferring that the 
United States would not start forti- 
fications in the western Pacifie but 
would build promptly if other powers 
started such construction. Secretary 
of the Navy Claude A. Swanson re- 
cently said that fortifications must be 
met by fortifications. 

May Awuit Japan. 

It-is thought unlikely that any ma- 
jor step will be taken by any power 
before Japan's purpose is definitely 
known. Even then, negotiatiens might 
go on for a long period. 

If the negotiations failed to pre- 
vent one or more of the powers from 
fortifving, then the United States 
would be confronted by questions of 
naval policy. These would include: 
(1) whether to fortify Guam, a smal] 
naval station between Hawaii and 
the Philippines; (2) whether to con- 
tinue naval bases in the Philippines; 
and (3) whether to establish a new 
hase at Dutch Harbor in Alaska. 

Projected improvement of lagoons 
at Midway and Wake islands, on the 
Pan-American air route to Manila. as 
proposed by the War Department Riv- 
ers and Harbors Board, would not be 
regarded here as a step toward forti- 
fication. The purpose would be to 
facilitate air transport, and the mili- 
tary or naval value would he rela- 
tively small.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


CHANGES IN THE CALENDAR. 

The Egyptians of long ago should 
have great credit for their many in- 
ventions’, including the 12-month cal- 
endar. They did not, however, make 
their calendar good enough: to last 
through all history. As I said yes- 


terday, they failed to make the leap 
year changes which were needed to 


keep the seasons “straight.”

This 
quaint custom is meant to teach 
thrift. 


The ancient Greeks had calendars 
based on “moon months.” They be- 
lieved the month should always start 
with a new moon. Efforts were made 
to add, or take away, days from cer- 
tain years, so the months would fit 
with the seasons, but the Greek cal- 
endars did not work well. In Athens 
the New Year started with the first 
new moon after the longest day of 
the year—in other words near the end 
of June. In another part of Greece 
the New Year began about the end 
of the month we call December, and 
in still another section the year 
opened in late September! 

The names of all the months in 
our year were given by the ancient 
Romans. The first month, January, 
was named for the Roman_s god, 
Janus, who was supposed to have two 
faces. 


The ancient Romans also had trou-’ 


bles with the calendar, and found the 


Julius Caesar came into power, he 
called upon an astronomer at Alex- 
andria, Egypt, to work out a better 
calendar system. 

The astronomer made use of the 
365-day Egyptian calendar, but fig- 
ured a way to take care of the extra 
part of a day in each year. The 
exact length of a year, as we know 
now, is 365 days, five hours, 48 min- 
utes and 46 seconds. This means 
that a year contains very nearly 365 
and one-fourth days. 

Caesar and the next Roman ruler, 
Augustus, changed the calendar so a 
day would be added to the year every 
four years. They also. slipped in 
changes in the names of two months, 
July to honor Julius Caesar, and Au- 
gust to honor Augustus. 

The Julian calendar, as it came to 
be called, was better than had been 
used before. It was not perfect, how- 
ever, for there is not quite an extra 
fourth of a day in a vear. 

By 1582, the little difference of 11 
minutes and 14 seconds each year 
had made a total difference of about 
a week and a half. That led Pope 
Gregory XIII to tell certain men to 
figure ont wars to improve the sys- 
tem. This led to what we call the 
Gregorian calendar. 

In the Gregorian calendar, a leap 
yenr comes every fourth year, except 
that it does not come at most of the 
“century marks.” The year 1900 
was not a leap year, but the year 
2000 will be. If you can divide any 
century-mark year by 400, you will 
know it was, or will be, a leap year.

Post-season football games are getting the cultural frown) 
in New York at the National Collegiate Athletic Association 
where the coaches and faculty men are assembled. 
There is a lot to say on either side. But regardless of

who is wrong or right, the public evidently thinks the 

post-season football crowd is correct. 

Tomorrow happens to be the start of the good year 1937. 
And in two concrete stadia there will be assembled some 120,- 
000 citizens who will be engaged in yelling their figurative 
heads off and taking a few swigs from bottles to keep out the 
chill, or to supply new lung power. No one is quite agreed on 
that subject. ! 

The strength of the post-season football promoters 
lies in the fact the public like their shows. 

If the Cubans show up for the football show at Havana to- 
morrow in any large number, and if the Miami Orange Bowl 
is crowded, the remaining “bowl” contests may run the post- 
season football crowds of January 1, 1937, to 200,000 or more. 

And since football is the big money-maker for the 
college athletic associations; and since they properly 
make as much as they can to sustain their athletic pro- 
gram, it will be a bit difficult to oust the post-season 
game. 

They make money for the college athletic tills and they sup- 
ply the promoters with financial velvet. 

Which makes the post-season game many friends. 


COACHES DEPLORE. 

It is interesting to note that football coaches, seeking to re- 
duce gambling on football games, have at last seen the beam in 
their own eyes. a 

One of the coaches, at the national convention in 

. New York, asked that coaches quit selling their win 

and lose selections to newspaper syndicates. It was 

his opinion this was on “‘the borderline” of aiding gam- 
bling. 


This was putting it rather mildly. It is several yards over 
the borderline, being not only an encouragement and aid to| 
gambling, but an open invitation to wager. 
know more than anyone else is putting his choices on the line. 

The whole idea of coaches writing for newspapers 
is something of a syndicate racket. It has lost coaches 
more friends than losing games. The coach who airs his 
opinions about his rivals in the papers inevitably must 
injure some feelings even though the opinions are very 
much of the milk-and-water variety. 

If his team loses the alumni begins to ask for more victories | 
and less newspaper and magazine articles. 

Harry Kipke, speaking out in meeting yesterday, ad- 
mitted his writing had lost him more prestige than the 
financial reward was worth. 

Two vears ago Michigan students paraded wearing. signs: 
“Give us more victories and fewer magazine articles.” 

Few coaches write their own stuff. Most of them employ 
a ‘ghost’? to put down the words. The articles never read as_ 
if the coach wrote them. | 

The alumnus who reasons that if the coach put in 
the hours he spent with his article on plays the re- 
sults might be better, has a rather sound argument. 
The coach is being frowned on by faculty men because 

the faculty man rather resents the salary paid the coach. He 
resents this every month when he gets his check. That is, he 
does if he is in a state where checks are made out. 


One southern college recently was placed on probation 
by the National Association of Colleges because the football | 
coach was being paid and the faculty members were several | 


months in arrears. 
The coaches would be wise if they placed restrictions on 
themselves. 

The conferences would be wiser if they aided the 
coaches by making rules prohibiting their coaches from 
working.

A “sit-down” strike

The General Motors Corporation, 
whose units include Fisher and Chev- 
rolet, moved to stop or curtail the in- 
flow of parts in excess of its produc- 
tion requirements, announcing “tem- 
porary stop orders” had been sent to 
hundreds of its suppliers scattered 
through every state. 

With a conference of union repre- 
sentatives from all of the General 
Motors plants called for Sunday at 
Flint, Homer Martin. president of the 
United Automobile Workers of Ameri- 
ca, dispatched a telegram tonight to 
William S. Knudsen, executive vice 
president of General Motors, asking 
a conference between union and com- 
pany officials. 

The telegram was sent as union 
officials divulged that General Mo- 
tors had answered a letter requesting 
such a conference. The answer from 
General Motors, the union leaders de- 
clased, merely acknowledged receipt 
of the request and asserted that a 
more extensive reply will be forth- 
coming January 5, 

Demand Pay Increase. 

Two hours after the Chevrolet as- 
sembly line halted at Flint, 60 work- 
ers of tue Standard Cotton Products 
Company, which supplies cotton filling 
for automobile seats to the Fisher 
plant, began a “sit-down” strike. They 
demanded a 20-cent-an-hour wage in- 
| Crease, an eight-hour day and time and 
| one-half for overtime. 

Four Fisher body plants, at Flint. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Atlanta, and Kansas 
City, Mo., are closed by strikes. Ne- 
gotiations for settlement have been 
deadlocked.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—(UP)—

Senator Gerald P. Nye, Republi- 
ean, North Dakota, said he favored 
embargoing all commodities when oth- 
er nations go fo war. Not only would 
he extend the ban to cotton, oil, cop- 
per and other essential war materials 
not now included, but he favors com- 
plete restriction even of foodstuffs. 

Urge Presidential Power. 

The group of senators who served 
on his munitions committee share his 
views in varying degrees. They en- 
vision the kind of neutrality that 
takes effect automatically whenever 
war breaks out. 

But President Roosevelt and the 
State Department believes the chief 
‘executive should be given wide enough 
| discretionary power so that he can 


‘adapt neutralify policy to whatever

pelling argument in the present sit- 
uation.

DUCE ENDS SUPPORT 
OF SPANISH FASCISTS 

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—(4)—Premier 
Mussolini has dropped the Spanish 
Fascists from his friendship list be- 
cause of their delay in winning the 
civil war, reliable sources said tonight, 
and has advised Chancellor Hitler to 
do likewise. 

Confronted with a crisis over Fran- 
co-British demands that enlistment of 
foreign volunteers to Spain be stopped, 
Nazi chieftains gathered here tonight 
to confer with Hitler on a course of 
action without 
Italian premier. 

Army leaders, recalling the Ger- 
man-Italian agreement to consult each 
other on European policy and that the 
two nations jointly recognized the 
Fascist junta of General Francisco 
Franco, were openly bitter. 

Il Duce Unreliable. 

Some military leaders reiterated 
previous doubt that Il Duce was to 
be counted upon as a reliable ally in 
dealing with the problems of troublous 
Europe. 

Mussolini, sources close to Rome 
said, had recognized Franco's govern- 
ment when it appeared he was near 
victory and could establish quickly a 
Spanish Fascist regime. 

Now, with the war dragging along 
with little indication of advances by 
either side Mussolini was represented 
as having decided to drop any inter- 
est in the conflict. © 

He had suggested Hitler follow a 
similar course, it was stated here. 
(There was no official comment in 
Rome, but previous expressions point- 
ed out Italy now views the war with 
“deferential reserve.’’) 

Reich Leaders Confer. 

Conferees believed called by Hitler, 
after the funeral of General - Hans 
Von Seeckt, organizer of the army of 
the republic, included commanding 
generals of every German army corps.

“Tt is evident the French and 
British don’t want to see a Fascist 
regime established in Spain. It is 
equally certain we wont stand for a 
Soviet Spain. Then who is to decide 
what kind of government there will 
be? 

Plebiscite Urged. 

“The idea of a plebiscite has been 
urged. But who is to conduct it? 
(Britain and France proposed the non- 
intervention committee direct a plebis- 
cite to determine what type of govern- 
ment Spain wants). 

“What would the issues be? How 
in that war torn country can you ar- 
range a plebiscite? You see the ques- 
tion is awfully complicated. It is 
hard to see how anybody can extri- 
cate the world from the Spanish mud- 
dle. On the other hand, every day is 
fraught with new dangers to Kuropean 
conflagration.” 

Reports that Premier Mussolini 
was working on a plan for pacification 
not only of Spain but all Europe 
reached the foreign office indirectly 
in the form of newspaper discussion, 
but it was stated authoritatively noth- 
ing even resembling a hint of approach 
to Germany on the subject had been 
raised by Il Duce.

TALMADGE DECLINES 
T0 REMOVE OFFICIAL 


Shortage Is Alleged; Gov- 
ernor Says Matter Could 
Be Settled. 


Governor Talmadge declined today 
to remove Tax Commissioner W. 
Davis, of Pierce county, from office. 

The Pierce county commissioners 
declared the office vacant this 
month, alleging Davis owes the state 
$6.127.02, and obtained a court 
order restraining him from perform- 
ing the duties of the office. 

Davis at the Governor's hearing, 
said: 

“I do not admit the shortage.” 

Davis said. however. he wanted to 
settle the state's claim by paying 
it and had already paid an amount 
the county said was due it. He said 
the bonding company had agreed to 
loan him approximately $4,000 to use 
in paying the state, but said later the 
company would not loan the money 
unless he resigned from office imme- 
diately. 

This he said he refused to do. 

Davis said later he would arrange 
to pay the money to the state under 
protest, so it could be returned to 
him when he had a chance to get back 
into office and check his books and 
prove there was “no shortage” in his 
accounts, 

yovernor Talmadge said the comp- 
troller general of Georgia advised 
that Davis could ‘settle the matter if 
he was allowed to go back into his 
office.” 

Attorneys said the Governor's ac- 
tion would have the effect of dissolv- 
ing a court order barring Davis from 
office, since the order provided for 
such dissolution.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(#)—In 


one of the broadest upturns in «everal 
weeks, the stock market today swung 
back on the recovery trail for gains of 
1 to 3 points or more. 


A few “thinly” traded issues got 
up as much as 6 or so and fractional 
advances were widespread. 


The list surged forward in the face 
of fresh labor upsets and an unusual- 
ly large volume of year-end “cash” 
selling for establishing profits or 
losses on income tax returns. 


Signs of slackening in the indue- 
trial pace were few. Iron Age sound- 
ed an optimistie forecast of the con- 
tinuance of active steel mill operations 
well into next year. Electric power 
output was off less than seasonally 
and well atove the same period of 
1935. Railroad earnings and traffic 
expansion were up. 

Trading attained only moderate mo- 
mentum throughout most of the é6es- 
sion. 

The Associated Press average of 60 
issues held a net gain of 1.2 points 
at 70.1. It was the largest single 
day’s advance since August 27. Trans- 
fers totaled 2.305.070 shares compared 
with 2,280,642 yesterday. 


That Wall Street is encouraged was 
indicated by the sale of a. stock ex- 
change seat for $130,000, up $1,000 
from yesterday. 


Several commodity futures, includ- 
ing coffee, sugar and corn, rose to 
new peaks for the move. Rubber con- 
tracts were reactionary. 

Copper shares were favored as the 
red metal held around a six-year high. 
The principal farm implements jump- 
ed 4 points or more on the outlook 
for sharply increasing agricultural 
incomes. Amusements were among 
the active performers as capacity mov- 
ing picture theater attendance was re- 
ported in many sections of the coun- 
try. Oils received attention as higher 
prices were predicted for next year. 


A shutdown of work at the Chev- 
rolet factory, due to strikes in plants 
of General Motors’ subsidiary, Fisher 
Body Company, failed to depress auto- 
motive stocks unduly. Chrysler at 
117 was up 3-4 of a point; Auburn 
30, up 1 1-2, and White 25, up 1 3-8. 
General Motors, up more than a point 
at one time, closed unchanged at 
64 3-4.
